Following a slight illness result- 
ing from a cold contracted on Christ- 
mas day, W. S. Tinning, pioneer at- 
torney of Contra Costa county, pas- 
sed away late Friday night at ‘his 
home in Martinez. Tinning was 
the busband of Mrs. Marion P. Tin- 
ning and the “father of District At- 
torney A. B. Tinning, Mrs. Clifford 
Foskett of, Concord, Mrs. James Eaby 
of Crockett, Mrs. James G. Noyes 
of Napa and of Miss Margaret Tin- 
n're of Martinez. 

Deceased was born in New York 
state on October 17, 1851, and with 
his parents came to Napa when he 
was four years of age. He made his 
home in Napa until 1878, when he 
came to Martinez and later to Bay 
Point where he taught school for 
one year. ; 

In 1879 Tinning was admitted to 
the bar and in 1884 he wags elected” 
district attorney of Contra Cobia 
county and served four terms in 
this office. He was a member of 
the State Board of Corrections from 
1906 till 1914, and for many year's 
was president of the ‘Bank of Mar- 
tinez and also president of the coun- 
ty bar association. 

Tinning was considered as one of 
the ablest attorneys in Contra Costa 
county and one of its most beloved 
citizens.
